of telegraph lines and rafkonds.

foreign paupers, criminal?, and con- 
traci labor. 


We pledge tbe fostering care ot the 


State to our public schools and the 
State University,of which we are justly 
proud, and favor such legislation as 
will Increase their efficiency.

Representatives died yesterday at At 
lanta, Georgia. 


Charles Frederick Crisp was borajn 


Sheffield, England, where his parents 
had gone on a visit, in January, 1845. 
He entered tbe Confederate army in 
1861, and in 1864 became a prisoner of 
war. 
He held several judicial positions 


iu Georgia and resigned his Judgeship 
to accept the aomiuation for Congress 
in 1882, since which time he hao been 
elected to every Congress. Ho was tho 
Speaker of the House iu the Fifty- 
second and Fifty-third Congresses. 
He was a man of aknowledged utility, 
and his name was never associated 
with jobbery in or out ot Congress.
